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E RE will have its first experience of real rationing to-day,

Hats, caps and footwear will not be rationed; neither will 
secondhand clothing; but this is small solace for the bachelor 
who will have to fork out forty coupons for a suit of clothes, 
and will be allowed only 52 coupons to carry him until June 


next. 


HARD HIT 


The first two pages of the ration 
book —.fifty-two coupons — will be 
applied to clothes rationing; and while 
the bachelor purchaser will be hard 
hit, the family man will be able to 
pool his coupons, and thus will have 
a decided advantage in buying. In 
contrast with the British system, 
which is aimed at cutting down the 
purchasing capacity of the individual, 
the object of the Irish scheme is equal 
participation in the distribution of 
available supplies by the population. 
It is to be noted that clothing already 
on order but not delivered, will be 
subject, to rationing. Whether the 
new scheme, 3 is introduced 
under an Emergency Powers Order, 
will create a black market in clothing 
remains to be seen, but the most 
stringent precautions are being taken 
against trafficking in coupons. Every 
household in Ireland—some 9800, 000 
forms are being sent out—will receive 
a C. R. 1 advisory circular to-day or 
to-morrow, setting out the number of 


coupons which will be required for 


various articles of clothing. 

For every individual in the country 
the two pages of coupons will have to 
make shift until June, 1943, and the 
coupons to be used for the purpose are 
pages A and B of the ration books, 
with the restriction that coupons 
marked B cannot be used until 
October next. From the business 
point of view, details of the scheme 
as it applies to traders, will be given 
in a leaflet entitled C. R.2 which may 
be purchased by business people. 


SHOPS AND SHOPPERS 


Shopkeepers are required to at for 
inspection by customers a schedule of 
the rationed ‘articles and of the coupons 
required for each article; but it may 
take some little time for shopkeepers 
to get these schedules, and it is im- 
portant that persons going to buy 
clothing should bring their own 
schedules with them in case any 
question may arise about the. coupons 
required for a particular garment or 
article. Customers must; of course, 
bring their ration books also with 
them, because it is an offence for a 
trader to take loose coupons from a 
retail customer across the counter. If 
goods are being ordered by letter or 
by telegram or telephone loose coupons 
may, be sent to the trader, provided 
the name and address and registration 
number of the holder of the ration 
book are written on the back of the 
coupons. 

In the scheme of rationing, it is 
intended that, for replenishment of 
stocks; the retailer must surrender 
coupons to the wholesaler, who. in 
turn, will pass them on to the manu- 
facturer or importer, whence they will 
ultimately reach the Department of 
Supplies. To facilitate traders in the 
handling of the large number of 
coupons involved, arrangements have 
been made for converting the coupons 
into credit vouchers of higher

denomination at Post Offices through. 
out the country. The principal 
categories of rationed goods are yarn 
of all descriptions (other than mending 
yarn not exceeding 4 oz. in weight), 
cloth of every kind (other than floor 
caverings and certain industrial and 
other cloths, details of which are given 
in the second schedule to the leaflet 
C. R. No. 1), and garments of all 
kinds. The raw materials for the 
manufacture of cloth and clothing are 
in short and diminishing supply. and 
it is necessary that existing stocks 
held by shopkeepers an their 
suppliers should be conserved. as far as 
possible. The introduction of ration- 
ing has been deferred as long as 
possiblo in order that there might be 
no unnecessary interference with the 
course of trade. 


RAW MATERIALS 


For the past six or eight months, 
however, there has been a steady 
diminution of supplies of cloth and 
other textile raw materials. There is 
reason to believe that there are fairly 
good stocks of cloth and clothing in 
the hands of traders. In view of the 
diminution of supplies from external 
sources it is particularly important 
that existing stocks should be main- 
tained at a safety level, and one of the 


should also eliminate the sale of goods 
to persons who are not bona fide 
residents of the country. Holders of 
ration books must realise that there 
are only fifty-two coupous for clothing, 
and that there will be no fresh issue 
of clothing coupons before June, 1943. 
It is in their own interest, therefore, 
not to squander their coupons. It is 
an offence for which very heavy 
penalties have been prescribed to 
endeavour to obtain clothing without 
surrendering coupons or to traffic in 
coupons or to accept or give presents 
of coupons. — - 

Special provision has been made for 
the issue of extra coupons to expectant 
mothers. The rationing applies to 
goods ordered but not actually 
delivered before the 9th June. Traders, 
including dressmakers and _ tailors, 
cannot, therefore, supply such goods 
without collecting coupons, except 
where they are made up entirely from 
the customer’s own materials. 


COUPONS VALUE 


During the past twelve months the 
drapery trade in Dublin and other 
cities throughout the country has 
experienced a remarkable increase in 
demand, and in a number of instances, 
an Irish Times representative was 
informed, trading was more active 
than at any time since the last war. 
Having regard to the pooling conces- 
sion, the effect, of the new scheme on 
the drapery trade is not „ but 
it is certain that there will be a drop 
in the tenor of trading.

HE restrictions on the supply 
of bread are removed as from 
to-day, and the public now is at 
liberty to go to any supplier it likes 
and purchase all the bread required. 
Decision to remove the four-fifths 
bread ration follows the importation 
of a considerable quantity of wheat, 
and the anticipation that the full 
requirements of the country will be 
imported to meet the demands of the 
period until the next harvest is 
available. “ 

Flour also is being released to the 
extent of 100 per cent. of last year’s 
requirements, which represents ninety 
per cent. of the demand of 1940, but 
to be on the safe side, suppliers are 
not likely to exceed the present ration 
in view of the danger of efforts by the 
public to store flaur. 

Through the voluntary exertions of 
Grain Importers (Eire), Ltd., Irish 
Shipping, Limited, and other Irish 
shipping companies and the masters 
aed crews of the vessels concerned, it 
was possible to secure and have 
delivered into the country consider- 
ably more wheat than could have been 
expected in February last. 

Every householder is strongly advised 
by the Minister for Supplies to deal 
with one supplier only, and to’ request 
that trader to register him as a 
customer. Shop-keepers have an obliga- 
tion to order only the quantity of 
bread that they require to serve their 
customers daily. All such shop-keepers 
are now licensed, and those who are 
found to be wasting such an important 
food will have their licence revoked 

The deliveries of flour are also bein 
increased to traders up to the quanti- 
ties they received last year. Licensed 
flour traders must still ensure that an 
undue share of what they get is not 
given to individuals. It is foolish and 
wasteful to attempt to store flour of

General Rom- 
mel flung the infantry forward after 
the failure of his Panzer thrust against 
Knightsbridge the previous day. Sup- 
ported by tanks, they trundled from 
the Cauldron in lorries towards the 
main British positions. This unsual 
manceuvre—General Rommel’s thrusts 
hitherto have followed the conventional 
blitz“ pattern, with infantry behind 
a tank spearhead—was met by a 
shattering artillery barrage. The Ger- 
mans wavered, stopped, and then with- 
drew—with their tanks. 

General Rommel, it is believed, used 
most of his available tanks in this on- 
rush, but they stayed behind the 
infantry throughout the action. Until

The Minister explained 
last night that during the last six 
or eight months there has been a 
steady diminution in the supplies of 
textiles and other raw materials for 
clothing, and that although there 
still are fairly good stocks in 
the country, the safety level must 


niveau so far as clothing is con- 
cerned. Every citizen will be en- 
titled to fifty-two coupons, from 
the ration books that already have 
been distributed: and no fresh 
coupons will be issued until next 
June. The fact that clothing was 
about to be rationed has been a 
secret de Poltchinelle during the 
last week, and there has been, 
inevitably, a certain amount 
of attempted forestalling. The 
Minister, however, has ordained 
that goods ordered, but not delivered 
before to-day must come under the 
rationing scheme—a fact which, 
however hard it may be on 
individuals, will tend in the long 
run to promote the greatest good 
for the greatest number. All 
sensible citizens will welcome the 
rationing of clothes as a matter of 
principle. Intelligent criticism will 
confine itself largely to matters of 
detail. 

Take the case of the average 
bachelor, who in every country is 
regarded as a kind of social pariah. 
His allowance of clothing coupons 
will be limited strictly to fifty-two in 
the year. A new suit will cost him 
forty coupons, and a new shirt— 
without a collar—will cost him 
thirteen, The consequence is that he 
can buy either a suit or a shirt in 
the twelve months; he cannot buy 
both. In the case of a fairly large 
family, paterfamilias will be able to 
dip into the family pool, and supply 
himself with a suit, a couple of 
shirts, and even half a dozen 
handkerchiefs, not to mention socks, 
during the year; but the man with 
a small family will be put to the 
pin of his collar to maintain an 
outward show of respectability.. We 
do not presume to speak on behalf 
of the women; but, here again, the 
unfortunate spinster will suffer, 
whereas the mother of half a dozen 
or more offspring will be able, in 
the future, as in the past, to satisfy 
most of her sartorial needs. From 
the individual’s point of view, there 
is one gleam cf hope on an 
otherwise dark horizon. Neither 
millinery nor footwear comes under 
the rationing scheme. Men’s and 
women’s hats, as well as their boots 
and shoes, can be bought freely; 
and although- women may have to 
go without silk stockings, and men 
without res shirts, they 
need not worry about their headgear 
or their shoes. Our friends and 
neighbours across the Channel have 
been rationed in regard to clothing 
for some time ; but, in some respects, 
their lot is better than ours. The

The objection is not—as a writer 
in the “ Irishman’s Diary ” in this

At first 
sight one would expect this to be 
the logical effect of the astrologers’ 
remarks, but second thoughts lead 
one to a different conclusion. A 
writer in the correspondence 
columns of The Times answers the 
charge and mentions the fact that 
never in the whole course of history 
has fatalism diminished man’s 


fighting powers. “Our ancestors, at 


any rate up to Elizabethan times, 
he points out, “always were addicted 
to the study of astrology, but were, 
at the same time, world-famous 
soldiers and sailors. Mahommedans 
have a similar faith, and the 
Japanese religion is strongly 
fatalistic, yet both of these people 
are renowned for their fighting 
qualities. The point is, that 
although almost every known type 
of human is fascinated by astro- 
logical, or any other, revelations of 
the future, the human propensity 
for “‘ wishful thinking ” enters into 
the art of astrology more than any- 
thing else, and although most 
people are only too pleased to 
believe the astrologers when they 
are told something pleasant is 
about to happen, most of them 
employ several liberal pinches of 
salt when they ure warned that 
something unpleasant may happen. 
It speaks well for the business 
acumen of professional astrologers 
that although in real life misfortune 
probably is a great deal moro 
common than good fortune, pre- 
monitions of evil tidings are rare. 
On the other hand, people who fail 
are quite willing to lay the blame 
on the stars, or on anything else 
that may suggest itself; they should 
remember Shakespeare’s words on 
the subject: The fault, dear 
Brutus, is not in our stars but in 
ourselves, if we are underlings.”

TRANSFERRED CIVIL 
SERVANTS 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sm,—I wonder are the public and 
T.D.s aware of the sad plight of the 
transferred professional civil servants 
of the Land Commission, who had to 
retire at the compulsory age of sixty- 
five without their pension rights hav- 
ing been settled owing te the hreak- 
down of the arbitration scheme Their 
case was heard by the Brennan Com- 
mission, who sat for many years, and 
their report is now before the Finance 
Minister. A few are out since await- 
ing the result of their case. They 
have been recommended by the said 
Commission for pension rights. Their 
case would have been satifactorily 
settled long since if the Arbitration 
Board had been in working order. 

It is terrible to think what these 
men and their families have suffered. 
I know of one professional man who 
had to sell from time to time the little 
property his wife had in order to stave 
off want. A. well-known K. C. said 
the Government ought to settle their 
pensions on moral and equitable lines 
although the Finance Minister has full 
power to grant same under Section 3 
of the Act (Superannuation), 1887, 
which gives full power to the Minis 
ter to grant such pensions -vithout 
going before the Arbitration Board 
which is about to be set up.
